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Chinese warned 
of new quakes 


Judge jails 
four newsmen 
indefinitely 


HONG KONG (U P I) - With sirens 
wailing across Peking, police warned 
residents today of posible new quakes in 
northeastern China and told them to 
evacuate their homes and office 
buildings. 
The evacuation order brought thou­ 
sands more into the streets of the capital 
where hundreds of thousands of 
homeless already are living in plastic 
tpnt* sipcf their homes were destroyed 
by two severe earthquakes Wednesday. 
(In Rome, the Italian news agency 
ANSA quoted unofficial sources in Pek­ 
ing as saying 50 persons had been killed 
in the city. 
(The agency said there were long lines 
in front of the Chinese railway station to­ 
day — presumably persons attempting to 
leave Peking. Stores and restaurants 
were open and people appeared calm for 
the most part, it said.) 
More than a million relief workers 
spread through the densely populated 
Hopeh province searching for dead and 
injured. Peking sources said a steady 
stream of m ilitary convoys brought in 
emergency field hospitals, kitchens and 
other facilities for the quake victims. 
But roads and bridges damaged by the 
quake slowed the movement of the vehi­ 
cles and rail lines still were cut in many 


areas, preventing movement of relief 
supplies by train. 
A French delegation visiting the city of 
Tangshan, 100 miles southeast of Peking, 
said nearly every building in the city of 
one million was flattened. 
There was still no official ord from the 
Chinese government on the extent of 
casualties from the quakes. However the 
Italian news agency ANSA quoted unof­ 
ficial sources in Peking as saying at least 
50 persons were killed in the capital. 
The news agency also reported long 
lines in front of the Chinese railway sta­ 
tion today — presum ably persons 
attempting to leave Peking. 


Most members of the foreign com­ 
munity of almost 4,000 persons also were 
forced out of their residences. The 
majority stayed in diplomatic com­ 
pounds, many of which set up temporary 
shelters and used offices. 


According to Peking sources, the 
warnings to evacuate were not broadcast 
over the radio or local television. 
Instead, sirens were sounded, police 
blew whistles and public security person­ 
nel or members of street committees 
went from door to door ordering people 
to evacuate damaged or potentially 
dangerous buildings.

FR ESN O (U P I) - Four staff 
members of the Fresno Bee newspaper 
were sentenced today to indefinite jail 
terms for refusing to reveal a news 
source. 
The four are Managing Editor George 
Gruner, former city editor James H. 
Bort. Jr., and reporters Joe Rosa to and 
William Pattterson. 
Superior Court Judge Hollis Best 
ordered the four to report to the sheriff 
at 5 p.m. today to begin serving the 
sentences 
The judge said they will have to stay in 
jail until they answer questions directed 
to them by the court or until an appeals 
court rules in their favor at a hearing 
asked by their attorneys. 
The newsmen faced 72 contexnppt of 
cowl citations but said they never would 
reveal the source of information con­ 
tained in a sealed grand jury transcript. 
Previous apppeals went all the way to 
the U.S. Supreme Court without success. 
Attorneys for the newsmen went im­ 
mediately to the 5th District Court of Ap- 
peal to seek the hearing on when the jail 
sentences would become punitive rather 
than coercive. They also planned to ask 
for a delay in carrying out the sentences 
C. K. McClatchy, editor of the Mc- 
Clatchy Newspapers, issued a statement 
before today’s hearing saying; 
“ It is unfortunate, and somewhat 
frightening, that the judicial system ex­ 
amined the facts and attached greater 
weight to a judge's right to hold 
reporters in octempt for refusing to 
reveal their sources than to protecting 
the public’s right to be informed 


“ In the long run, the public’s right to 
know how its elected officials conduct 
themselves w ill be protected. It is essen­ 
tial for the survival of democracy. In this 
instance, however, it will be achieved at 
the cost of four newsmen’s personal free- 
Qom 
Before sentencing the newsmen, judge 
Best read a history of the case. He then 


dismissed eight of the counts against 
Rosato and Patterson and two against 
Bort. 
He then called the newsmen before 
him one by ne and asked each if he would 
now answer the questions. 
Rosato said: “ I must respectfully 
decline now and at any time in the 
future.*’ 
Patterson answered the same way and 
added "fo r professional ethical 
reasons.” 
Bort responded: “ Because of my com­ 
mitment to the ideals of a free press, I 
decline now and at any time in the future 
to answer." 
Gruner said: “ Your honor, you are 
asking us to destroy ourselves in the eyes 
of members of our profession.'' 
The judge interrupted to say: “ I ’m not 
asking you to do that. I’m asking you to 
answer the questions." 
Gruner said he still felt protected un­ 
der the California Shield Law and that be 
could not answer. 
At that point, Philip Fullerton, defense 
attorney, asked if Roger Tatarian, 
former U PI editor and now a journalism 
professor at Fresno State University, 
who was in the audience, could testify on 
the professional ethics of journalism. 
Judge Best denied the request, saying 
it was not the appropriate time for such 
testimony. 
The defense attorney then said the Bee 
planned to file with the court of appeal 
seeking a writ of mandate for an eviden­ 
tiary hearing as to when the ja il 
sentences became punitive rather than 
coercive. 
The lawyer tried to present a a copy of 
the writ of mandate to the judge but he 
would not take it. He said it could be 
presented after it has been signed by the 
appeals court judge and that he would 
then hold such a hearing.

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - Federal 
energy officials will look into the pos­ 
sibility of transporting Alaskan oil in 
ships through the panama Canal instead 
of using a 1500 million tanker terminal in 
Long Beach, it was reported today.

might be that the profits of SOHIO (Stan­ 
dard Oil of Ohio) might be reduced. But 
in terms of the national energy picture, 
it might be prefereable to take the oil 
through the Panama Canal," Quinn said. 


SOHIO has proposed construction of a 
tanker facility in Long Beach from which 
the oil would be sent to the Midwest via 
pipeline.Quinn, however, opposes the 
idea, contending the facility would 
create enormous amounts of smog.

LOS AN G ELES (U P I) - The jury 
began deliberating the fate of SLA 
revolutionaries W illiam and Em ily 
Harris today after a stormy trial on 
charges of kidnaping, robbery and as­ 
sault with a deadly weapon 
The case went to the seven-woman, 
five-man jury at midmorning after legal 
instructions by Superior Court Judge 
Mark Brandler on the 11-counts of the in­ 
dictment. 
The Harris couple was charged with 
rampage of violence in May, 1974, after 
H arris was stopped for alleged 
shoplifting at a suburban sporting goods 
store. 


Patricia Hearst, who fired a machine 
gun to rescue Harris, faces the same 
charges but her trial has been put off un­ 
til January. 


Brandler told the jurors they must not 
be influenced in reaching a verdict "by 


pity for a defendant or by passion or 
prejudice against him.” 
In his 50-minute address to the jury 
Brandler explained various legal terms 
and told the jury they must find the 
Harris couple innocent if there is a 
“ reasonable doubt” about their guilt 
Two members of the jury asked for 
further explanations of the terms “ as­ 
sault with a deadly weapon” and “ aiding 
and abetting” and then they retired to 
the jury room to start their delibera­ 
tions 
The jury will be sequestered nightly 
until they reach their verdict. They were 
scheduled to deliberate Saturday and 
possibly on Sunday if they decide they 
wish to do so. 
The conflicting pictures of Harris and 
his wife, Em ily, charged with Miss 
Hearst with the series of felonies, were 
presented in closing arguments Thurs­ 
day.

Wildcat coal strikes spread from Ap­ 
palachia to Illinois and Indiana today in a 
burgeoning protest over federal court in­ 
tervention in local disputes. Nearly 
80,000 miners in seven states were idled 
by picket lines around the pits. 
Negotiations between 70,000 striking 
rubber workers and four m ajor 
tiremakers collapsed in an acrimonious 
exchange. Rubber companies said they 
would Ale charges of unfair labor prac­ 
tices against the United Rubber Workers 
in the 100-day standoff. 
The last vestiges of labor strife were 
cleaned away at Western Union when the 
telegraph company readied tentative 
agreement Thursday night with 1,100 
members of the Com m unications 
Workers of America in the New York 
metropolitan area, following a national 
agreement earlier with the United 
Telegraph Workers 
United Mine Workers President Ar­ 
nold M iller, who said Thursday the wild­ 
cat strike was “ jeopardizing the assets 
of the union and the lives of 90,000 pen­ 
sioners," met again today with strike 
leaders who were defying both court and 
union back-to-work orders. 
The protest started two weeks ago in 
West Virginia over a 150,000 fine im­ 
posed by a federal judge on a UMW local 
that spurned his back-to-work order To 
day W jst Virginia pickets set up picket 
lines in the Midwest, Idling at least eight 
mines in Indiana and six in Illinois 
The Ohio coalfields were shut down 
completely for the first time. Picketing 


increased in western Pennsylvania. 
Mines also were closed in Virginia and 
Kentucky. But in Colorado, a sympathy 
walkout at a large mine ended.

Militant taxpayers launch 
protest against pay hikes

A militant taxpayer group 
which is now extending its 
operations countywide has 
launched a protest against 
preliminary action of the Board 
of Supervisors in approving a 3 
per cent pay raise for the seven 
elected county officials. 
Citizens for Tax Reform will 
appeal the pay raise for the of­ 
ficials «when the salary or­ 
dinance for the seven men 
comes up for second reading 
and adoption Monday at the 
weekly board meeting in Santa 
Barbara, according to Hal 
Burnett, president. 
Burnett said his organization, 
which has been combatting not 
only county government 
spending policies, but also 
school district expenditures in 
Santa Barbara, Goleta and 
Lompoc, is also to make a 
showing Tuesday night at the 
Carpinteria school board ses­ 
sion against any tax boost 
there. 
“We’re going to protest the 
new raises for elected officials 
on two counts,” declared 
Burnett. “First of all, we con­ 
tend they were elected for four- 
year terms at a contracted 
salary for those four years. 
They haven’t finished their con­ 
tract yet.” 
Also, said Burnett, his group 
is asking that the seven elected 
officials be authorized to un­ 
dergo an actual salary cut in 
line with 5 per cent raises given 
them last year. 
The elected officials involved 
include Sheriff John W. 
Carpenter, Assessor William 
Cook. District Attorney Stanley 
Roden, Clerk-Recorder Howard 
Menzel, Tax Collector Newton 
Blanchard, Treasurer Glenn 
N eikirk, 
and 
A udltor- 
Controller William Parsons. 
Parsons became auditor- 
controller only recently, filling 
the shoes of the resigned Paul 
Floyd. 
The officials failed to get the 
needed three votes at an earlier 
session when Cook, as president 
of the County Department 
Heads Assn., argued for the in­ 
crease to match the pay boosts 
given other county employes. 
But last Monday — at a late 
hour after the audience had left 
— the board voted unanimously 


to grant the increase while 
fending off an attempt by 
Supervisor Francis H. Beattie 
to give the supervisors the 
same pay raise. The action was 
only on first reading, however. 
The pay raises for the seven 
elected officials as proposed 


would result in the following 
new salary levels: Assessor, 
$29,203; auditor-controller, 
$30,698; clerk -reco rd er, 
$29,058; district attorney, 
$36,371 ; 
sheriff-coroner, 
$30,698; tax collector, and 
treasurer, each $25,910. 
Supervisors' pay 
hike move fizzles 


A move to obtain a 3 per cent 
salary boost for the five 
members of the Board of Super­ 
visors appeared dead today. 
Supervisor James M. Slater, 
of Goleta, revealed he is 
against such a pay raise at this 
time for board members.

Brezhnev hits West 
'meddling' in Italy 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Soviet 
leader Leonid I. Brezhnev today 
accused President Ford and 
other Western leaders of med­ 
dling in Italian affairs to block 
a Communis role in that 
country's government. 
Brezhnev charged that “de­ 
mocracy is cheap" in the eyes 
of Western politicians and said 
such interference by the major 
industrial powers “contrasts 
sharply" with last year’s Euro- 
pean security accord. 
Brezhnev spoke in a rare per­ 
sonal interview with the Com­ 
m unist party newspaper 
Pravda. The interview was 
published by the official Tass 
news agency. 
The C om m unist party 
general secretary said it “is 
clear" from statements by 
Ford, West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt and others that 


“there is an intention to subject 
Italy to economic sanctions if 
there are Communists in the 
government." 
According to Western news 
accounts at the time, such a 
decision was reportedly taken 
during a summit conference at­ 
tended by Ford and the leaders 
of West Germany, Britain, 
Canada, Japan, France and Ita­ 
ly in Puerto Rico last month. 
“The meddling of certain 
Western powers in the process 
of forming the Italian govern­ 
ment is not a sign of their 
strength but a manifestation of 
fear of the powerful march of 
social progress,” Brezhnev 
said. 
“It is hardly necessary to 
dwell on the fact that such in­ 
terference contrasts sharply 
with the final act of Helsinki.' 
Brezhnev, who is now on 


vacation in the Crimea, said 
Western leaders ‘^frequently 
extol the ballot count as an in­ 
dicator of democracy." But he 
said the actions of the leaders 
showed unwillingness to accept 
the will of the Italian people. 
“There is also an internation­ 
al aspect to the fact that 
several powers are ready to 
take Italy by the throat just to 
keep the Communists out of its 
government," he said. 
The Communist party won a 
record 34.5 per cent in Italy’s 
general elections last month. 
The Christian Democrats, who 
were backed by Washington, 
won the most votes, although 
not a majority. 


The Christian Democrats 
have pledged to try to form a 
minority government without 
Communist participation.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
With the three “ primary 
suspects" in the Chowchilla bus 
kidnap case in jail, California 
authorities today pursued other 
leads they say may lead to ad­ 
ditional arrests. 
The FBI, however, said as far 
as it was concerned, its in­ 
vestigation into the alleged $5 
million ransom plot was closed 
with the apprehension of the 
last known suspects. 
Fred Newhall Woods, 24, was 
captured Thursday by Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police in 
Vancouver His friend, James 
Schoenfeld, also 24. was seized 
by police 1,000 mles to the south 
near his home in the San Fran­ 
cisco Bay Area. 
Schoenfeld’s brother, Ri­ 
chard, 22, who surrendered to 
authorities earlier, was ar­ 
raigned Thursday on 43 counts 
of kidnaping and robbery. He 
pleaded innocent. 
The arrests of the elder 
Schoenfeld and Woods came 


two weeks to the day after the 
school bus with 26 children and 
their driver was seized by 
masked gunmen. Some 29 hours 
later the driver and children 
dug their way to safety from a 
buried moving van in a quarry 
owned by Woods’ millionaire 
father. 
“The suspects are in custody. 
We have other criminals to 
chase," FBI agent Frank 
Perrone said Thursday night. 
“It’s in the hands of local 
authorities now." 
“The case is not closed as far

Syria, PLO agree on Lebanon truce 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Syria and the Palestine Libera­ 
tion Organization have agreed 
to end their bitter fighting in 
Lebanon and announced a land­ 
mark peace plan for all the 
country's warring factions. 
In a reconciliation accord 
signed in D am ascus late 
Thursday, Syria ami the PLO 
promised to “ cooperate" in 
seeking a new Lebanese peace 
and called for “the declaration 
of acceptance of the cease-fire 
in all Lebanese territories by 
all parties." 
But the new peace initiative 
bad yet to be felt in the 
L eb a n ese c a p ita l w here 
fighting flared today along the 


confrontation lines of the 
eastern and southern suburbs 
Renewed clashes also broke 
out around the besieged Pales­ 
tinian camp of Tal Zaatar in 
southeastern Beirut and the 
Red Cross said it was postpon­ 
ing an evacuation of the camp’s 
wounded for 24 hours. 
A Red Cross spokesman said 
he had won assurances from 
militant Christians, who fired 
on five previous rescue con­ 
voys, they would honor a new 
cease-fire around the camp 
beginning at 7 a.m. Saturday. 
But he said only about 40 or 50 
of the 1,000 wounded would be 
evacuated as a “ trial run." If it 
works, “then we will be able to 


take out more on Sunday." 
There also was a resurgence 
of street kidnapings in the 
capital. In the latest such inci­ 
dent, Khalil Salem, the director 
of Lebanon’s defunct Finance 
Ministry, was abducted this 
morning while driving down the 
m ain s tre e t of M oslem - 
controlled west Beirut. 
Syria and the PLO said a 
supreme 
Syrian-Palestinian- 
Lebanese committee would be 
formed to fix the date for a new 
truce and oversee an end "to all 
armed m ilitary presence" 
within 10 days after that. 
The agreement called on 
Arab League peace-keeping 
forces to enforce the move. 


It made no mention of leftist 
demands for the withdrawal of 
Syrian forces but newspapers 
reported a secret clause 
pledged a limited withdrawal 
after the other provisions of the 
accord are implemented. 


Christian rightists and Mos­ 
lem leftists in Beirut refrained 
from announcing acceptance of 
the peace plan. But an ultra­ 
rightist Christian leader whose 
militiamen sabotaged previous 
fighting halts in the 16-month 
civil war expressed “room for 
optimism” a truce would take 
hold. 


Attorneys 
get ok to 
advertise 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - At­ 
torneys will soon advertise the 
cost of legal services if a 
proposal is approved by the 
State Bar membership and the 
California Supreme Court. 
Formal rules relaxing the 
traditional ban on ads by 
lawyers were tentatively ap­ 
proved Thursday by the State 
Bar board of governors. The 37- 
page text of rules will be mailed 
next week to all of California's 
nearly 50,000 attorneys. 
Deadline for comments by 
state attorneys was set for Aug. 
20 with final action set Aug. 26 
on a draft to be submitted to the 
state Supreme Court, which 
must give ultimate approval. 
“We’re trying to relax the 
rules as little as possible, not as 
much as possible," said State 
Bar President David S. Casey 
of San Diego. 
The rules will permit a 
carefully controlled amount of 
information about fees and ser­ 
vices which lawyers may In­ 
clude in law lists, legal direc­ 
tories and telephone Yellow 
Pages. Telephone company 
rules prohibit price advertising 
however. 
Telephone listings must be 
arranged according to fields of 
law in which the lawyer or his 
firm specializes. A lawyer may 
not be listed in more than three 
categories. 


The fee information permit­ 
ted in law lists or legal direc­ 
tories may include the cost of 
an initial interview or a state­ 
ment that such an interview is 
free. Hourly fees may also be 
advertised. 


The rules also include several 
provisions to guard against 
false or misleading adver­ 
tisements. 


While the board struggled for 
the past two years on the adver­ 
tising problem, Consumers 
Union has brought suit against 
the State Bar for its advertising 
ban and legislation has been in­ 
troduced in Sacramento to 
remove all restrictions.

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M artian soil's failure 
to 'com pute' puzzling 


to Viking scientists 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) — 
Viking 1 scientists are puzzled 
by thè physical make up of Mar­ 
tian soil which may have been 
too thick to filter into the open­ 
ing of a biology instrument. 
Dr. Ronald Scott of the 
physical properties team said 
Thursday the sampling arm 
scoop dug a small trench in the 
surface and dumped soil in 
three instruments for three ex­ 
periments to see if there is 
some form of life on Mars. 
But one of the instruments in­ 
dicated. it did not have a suf­ 
ficient sample. 
Scott compared the soil to 
lunar dust, which he said would 
act like Martian soil if it had 
more moisture. 
“This material has a little bit 
of cohesion,” he said. “ It’s 
quite different from dry sand. 
“But there certainly are fine 
g ra in s e v e ry w h e re , and 
certainly something must have 
gotten through.” 
He said sample trenches 


were dug at Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory with the sampler 
arm from a Viking lander ex­ 
actly like the one on Mars. 
Samples were compared with 
sand, with lunar dust and with 
sand particles containing some 
moisture. 
The Martian soil appeared 
from photographs sent back 
from Viking and from laborato­ 
ry experiments to have a con­ 
sistency like wet sand. But 
Scott emphasized that did not 
indicate there was water in the 
soil. 
Lou Kingland, deputy mission 
director, said the sand which 
may have clogged the in­ 
stru m e n t, 
ca lle d 
a 
gas 
chrom atograph m ass spec­ 
trometer, could be “extremely 
cohesive.” 
“ I don’t like this com ­ 
parison,” he said, “but some­ 
thing like wet clay would ap­ 
pear to be what it’s like. We 
would expect if it were loose 
sand it would not stick.”

The Air Force tested one of its -three prototypes Thursday and 
reached the 250-flight hour mark for all three aircraft four months 
prior to the scheduled production contract.

Nation's railroads to get 
new luxury sleeping cars 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For 
the first time in two decades, 
America’s railroads soon will 
have new luxury sleeping cars.

But the last order for first-class 
sleeping cars was placed in 
1956. and few of the old sleepers 
now traveling the rails really 
live up to the first-class prices 
they command.

Amtrak said the new double­ 
deck sleepers and other new 
bilevel cars ordered earlier will 
be put Into service on long­ 
distance trains linking the West 
Coast with Chicago and New

ing cars, a spokesman said, the 
order includes 35 more double­

SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) - 
Energy demand in California 
will increase by 8 per cent dur­ 
ing the one-year period ending 
this Septem ber, 
the state 
Energy Commission predicts. 
The commission Thursday 
also said demand for fuel oil by 
electric utilities is rising by 47 
per cent over the same 12 
months. It said a major reason 
for the increase is a 20 per cent 
decline in the availability of 
hydroelectric power doe to the 
current drought 
Figures submitted to the 
commission by the utilities 
show they expect their use of 
natural gas to decline by 50 per 
cent during the period because 
they are low-priority customers 
for the resource 
Availablity of natural gas will 
decrease 9 per cent between 
between September 1976 and 
last September. 
“ Other low priority gas 
customers besides the utilities 
will have more difficulty ob­ 
taining natural gas and will 
have to switch to fuel,” the 
commission said in a report. 
To meet the increased fuel oil 
demand, it said, California 
refiners will import 34 million 
more barrels of crude oil than 
in the previous year. They must 
increase their production of low 
sulphur oil from four to eifdtt 


million barrels monthly to 
avoid the shortage, the report 
added. 
It said refiners may over­ 
produce products such as gas­ 
oline, asphalt, road oil, and 
petrochemical feed stocks in an 
effort to meet fuel oil demand.

seven through 20, and membership is $2 a 
year, which includes social activities, 
arts and crafts and sports activities. 
Warren wants to give the fans their 
money’s worth. 
“Most All-Star games get sloppy and 
turn into balloon ballgames, where they 
can’t do anything but throw the ball for 
long incompletions.

“I’m laughing about this because they 
are making it easy for me. Everything is 
going just perfect and because of them I 
am forgetting about other things that 1 
thought might give me problems.” 
Oddly, the boos would change to cheers 
after Stones made each qualifying jump, 
and when he’d stand up in the landing pit 
he’d Mow kisses to his critics.

Although he missed on his first at­ 
tempt at the qualifying height of 7-1, 
Stones made it on his second. Also 
qualifying for Saturday’s finals were the 
two other Americans, James Barrineau 
of Pensacola, Fla., and Bill Jankunis of 
New York. Both cleared 7-1 on their first 
try. 
After Stones made his clearing jump, 
he did a quick dance in the landing pit 
and then waved to the television camera. 
The boos and catcalls had become so 
loud during Stones’ attempts that the 
A m ericans in the crow d finally 
retaliated by booing lightly when Cana­ 
dians jumped.

Stones, who holds the world record of 7 
feet, 7 inches, earlier had said he felt the 
Canadians fouled up the Olympics and 
deserved to be criticised for it.

If you think our 
medal total is small this year, 
wait until Moscow. Unless we 
do something and something 
fast, we'll wind up winning only 
half as many medals.” 
But Robinson emphasized be 
didn't have any inside informa­ 
tion about what course the na­ 
tion would take. 
“I don’t know,’* he said, “if 
our government will do any­ 
thing or not. I guess it depends 
if the government enjoys 
amateur sports. 
“I'd like to see the federal 
government give the top five or 
six athletes in each event 
$10.000 a year. That won’t make 
the athletes rich but it’ll sub­ 
sidize them. We also have to get 
better coaching and better 
training sites.” 
Robinson and Randy Wil­ 
liams, a pair of Californians, 
finished one-two in the long 
jump and that gave America 
three gold medals, all in the 
men’s competition, and 15 total 
medals, 13 of them by the U.S.

Eyeglass prices 
and advertising 


Things are beginning to get 
serious for the eyeglass and 
optometry industry and its 
“ethical” ban on eyeglass 
price advertising. 
On July 26, in media across 
the state, a statistic was 
released which can only im­ 
pugn any arguments against 
lifting the antiadvertising ban. 
The statistic stated that 
eyeglass buyers are being 
gouged some 700 per cent over 
what the eyeglasses cost to 
manufacture. 
California Citizens Action 
Group (CCAG), which has 
been designated the legal 
representative of the con­ 
sumer in hearings before the 
FTC and which has been work­ 
ing for legislation permitting 
advertising in all the health 
professions, has assessed the 
cost to consumers to be ap­ 
proximately $1 billion annual­ 
ly. That sum, the CCAG feels, 
is largely as a result of misin­ 
formation and price advertis­ 
ing restrictions. 
Said the CCAG in its report 
to the FTC this week, “Either 
by design or gross in­ 


competence, the vision in­ 
dustry and its regulatory 
structure (the state Board of 
Optometry) have operated 
behind a veil of self-serving 
secrecy that has deprived the 
consumer of virtually allthein- 
formation they need to make 
intelligent purchasing deci­ 
sions relating to their vision.” 
Of course any restriction of 
price advertising in any 
business or profession and par­ 
ticularly because of some 
highblown “ethical code” im­ 
posed by the profession itself, 
is pure baloney. 
Certainly the newspaper 
business can be accused of 
self-serving motives as one of 
the recipients of whatever 
a d v e r t i s i n g 
m ig h t 
be 
forthcoming with the lifting of 
the ban, and that doesn’t 
change the picture an iota. The 
fact remains that as a result of 
price advertising bans on such 
things as eyeglasses, drugs, 
legal fees and the like, the 
American consumer in too 
many cases is being ripped, 
and such bans should be 
abolished as soon as possible. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Hoffa's disappearance 


WASHINGTON — It was a year ago to­ 
day that Jimmy Hoffa, the tempestuous 
Teamster, disappeared without a trace 
from the Detroit environs. Federal in­ 
vestigators have told us Hoffa was 
murdered. They claim to know who did it 
and why All they lack is the evidence. 
But part of the story can now be told. 
It’s a story of violence 
that began after Hof- 
fa’s release from 
prison in 1971. His 
sentence for mail 
fraud 
and 
ju ry 
tampering was com­ 
muted 
by 
then,- 
President Nixon. 
Under the terms of 
his release, Hoffa was 
supposed to stay out of 
Teamster politics un­ 
til 1980. But the mo­ 
ment he hit the 
streets, he began maneuvering to return 
to power. 
His power base was D etroit’s 
notorious Teamster local 299. The brawl­ 
ing Hoffa had slugged his way to the top 
of the local, which he used as a base for 
taking over the entire Teamsters Inter­ 
national. 
He brought two henchmen, Frank Fitz­ 
simmons and Dave Johnson, to power 
with him. When Hoffa was locked in the 
slammer, he left Fitzsimmons as 
caretaker of the international union and 
Johnson in charge of local 299. 
Fitzsimmons double-crossed Hoffa and 
took over the Teamsters as his own do­ 
main. Johnson, however, remained loyal 
to Hoffa. Another figure in the backstage 
drama, Roland McMaster, joined the 
Fitzsimmons forces. 
McMaster is a strong-arm specialist 
who operates on both sides of the law. 
Ten years ago, he served a prison stretch 
for accepting a protection payoff. He has 
been indicted twice for violating labor 
laws. A Pittsburgh grand jury is now in­ 
vestigating a violent organizing cam­ 
paign by McMaster. 
These former associates became bit­ 
ter rivals after Hoffa got out of prison. 
His return to Detroit was followed by a 
series of violent incidents — bomb explo­ 
sions. shotgun blasts, bridal beatings — 
which investigators say were intended to 
discourage him from resuming his 
Teamster activities. 
His loyal friend Dave Johnson, as 
president of local 299, was hit by a round 
of violence. His office windows were 
shattered by shotgun blasts. His cabin 
cruiser was bombed in a Michigan har­ 
bor while Johnson, happily, was in 
Florida. His union meetings frequently 
were disrupted. 
We have established that at least four 
of McMaster’s goons were present at 
these meetings We got admissions from 
three of the four that they were on hand 
at the time of the disruptions. The same 
strongarm men are also under investiga­ 
tion by the Pittsburgh grand jury. Indict­ 
ments are expected against some of 
them. 
w 
McMaster denied to our reporters that 
he was trying to keep Hoffa out of the un­ 
ion but admitted attending meetings that 
were disrupted. The plot, according to 
our sources, was to knock Johnson out of 
power in local 299 and, thereby, to block 
Hoffa's comeback bid.

For Johnson had pledged to appoint 
Hoffa to a high position in local 299 if the 
courts would permit it. Significantly, At- 
ty. Gen. Edward Levi had advised Presi­ 
dent Ford that the clause restricting 
Hoffa’s union activities appeared illegal. 
Hoffa seemed to he close to resuming 
full control of local 299 when he vanished 
a year ago. At one point, Hoffa had an­ 
nounced th a t he would accept 
the nomination for president of the local. 
If he won. Hoffa said he would let his 
friend Johnson serve in his place until he 
legally could take office. 
• This move was blocked by the govern­ 
ment and a compromise was struck last 
year. Johnson ran for the presidency but 
accepted Fitzsimmons* son, Richard, as 
his vice president. 
At one point, the violent McMaster 
challenged Johnson for the presidency, 
but Frank Fitzsimmons ordered Mc­ 
Master to stay oid of the race. 
But the compromise, teaming Hoffa’s 
man Johnson and Fitzsimmons' son 
Richard, didn’t last. The violence con­ 
tinued on both sides. On July 10, 1975, 
Richard Fitzsimmons’ union car was 
blown up while it was parked outside a 
Detroit bar. Frank Fitzsimmons was 
reported to be beside himself with fury. 
Twenty days later, Hoffa disappeared. 
Today, Dave Johnson is no longer presi­ 
dent of local 299. He was never more 
than a stand-in for Hoffa. With his friend 
gone, it no longer matters to Johnson. 
But he had a final word about the 
violence he had been through. 
“McMaster has been harassing me for 
years,” said Johnson. The violence in 
local 299 abruptly ended after Hoffa’s 
disappearance. 
Both federal investigators and union 
officials agreed McMaster takes his 
orders from Frank Fitzsimmons and 
Teamsters vice president Roy Williams. 
Footnote: The facts for this story were 
gathered chiefly by Dan Moldea, a 
veteran investigative reporter who has 
concentrated on probing the Jimmy Hof­ 
fa disappearance. His expenses were 
shared by us and by the Fund for 
Investigative Journalism. He worked 
with our associate, Marc Smolonsky, in 
the final phases of the •investigation.

I am among the millions of Americans 
who were hit as by the force of revela­ 
tion by a stricture of Mr. Eisenhower’s 
doctor, who lifted his famous patient 
from the bowels of despair after the 
President was struck down in Denver in 
1956. Dr. Paul Dudley White bicycled in 
from Boston, took over, issued daily 
medical bulletins, and 
an occasional homily. 
The one that changed 
my life, offered me

In order to 
lead a long and healthy 
life, said Dr. White 
one 
day 
to 
the 
reporters, you must 
observe three rules: 1) 
stop smoking cigaret­ 
tes; 2) do not permit yourself to weigh 
more than you did when 25 years old; and 
S) exercise strenuously. 
It was had enough giving up cigarettes, 
but eventually the pains of withdrawl 
cease. Holding down your weight 
becomes increasingly difficult as you get 
older, but you can still permit yourself 
day-long, and even week-long orgies in 
between the burgeoning fasts. It is the 
physical exercise that is the endless 
spirit-crusher Day after day. I live in 
mortal terror that science will establish, 
when I am about 70 years old, that I 
might have survived by doing 25, instead 
of the 30 push-ups I do every day, in 
dutiful memory of Paul Dudley White. 
These I supplement with one hour, most 
weeks, in a gymnasium; and recently, in 
order to avoid jogging, I bought an in­ 
door bicycle, and when I rise from my 
morning reading, grim-faced and 
resolute, I propel myself to it for another 
bout of what I call my daily mortifica­ 
tion of the flesh. 
Now a concomitant torture of physical 
exercise, most of us would agree, is the 
boredom a relief from which it is all but 
impossible to find. Iron-willed folk like 
Senator William Proxmire can, while 
jogging to work, concentrate on ways to 
pare down the military budget John C. 
Calhoun, it is recorded, went from plow­ 
ing his field, to transcribing at his desk, 
as fast as he could write it out, the 
speech he had composed while working 
the soil. 
All I ever managed on those few occa­ 
sions when I jogged, was to concentrate 
on what a miserable form of self­ 
punishment jogging is. But with the in­ 
door bicycle, I reasoned, I might achieve 
distraction by watching television. 
Which Is how it came to be that some 
time after nine on a recent morning I 
found myself listening for six and one- 
half minutes, that is to say, the time 
required for three miles of indoor bicycl­ 
ing at approx 27 mph, the resistance spr 
ing set to medium-high, to a lady called 
Pat Collins, interviewing Eartha Kitt on 
the subject (I gather) of a book by Miss 
Kitt 
I arrived some time after Miss Kitt 
began answering Miss Collins’ questions. 


and it turns out, one gathers, that Miss 
Kitt is continuingly indignant at Lyndon 
Johnson’s indignation over an episode in 
1968.1 dimly remember it, but the ladies 
refreshed my recollection (as the 
lawyers put It), and what happened was 
that at a White House reception, sudden­ 
ly Miss Knitt decided to give a speech 
denouncing Lyndon Johnson for his Viet­ 
nam policies. Thereafter, it appears, she 
lost a lot of business — hotels ceased 
booking her, that kind of thing.

Well, it turns out — says Miss Kitt — 
that Johnson ordered the FBI and the 
CIA to investigate her, and they did, and 
compiled a dossier on her which, said 
Kitt, among other things reported that in 
the description of one informer she was a 
“sadistic nymphomaniac.*' Kitt and 
Collins both laughed, and Collins said it's 
funny how much emphasis the FBI and 
the CIA put on sex lives. “Could it be 
because they don’t have any?” The girls 
giggled, but didn’t appear to take com­ 
fort from the corollary, which is that if it 
is so, future generations of Americans 
will be spared Sons of FBI and CIA. At

the Navy' 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Jimmy 
Carter has gotten a lot of political 
mileage out of his brief and long-ago as­ 
sociation with Hyman Rickover. 
Carter is merely one of thousands who 
have served with the atomic admiral, yet 
he has portrayed the connection as 
somehow singularly spiritual! With 
Rickover and God on 
o n e ’s 
side, 
he 
suggests, how could 
one help but make a 
wise, decent and pen­ 
ny pinching president? 
Now it m ay be 
Rickover’s turn to 
piggyback. As the hero 
of the man whom 
millions suddenly 
presume will be the 
next commander in 
chief, the four-star 
gadfly of the Navy 
Department may be due for a rebirth of 
his own, influentially. And the prospects 
come just in time. At age 75, with 
enemies to his port, stern, starboard and 
aft, Rickover sorely needs a boost; his 
once full flame is not yet out, but as 
Shakespeare said in another time, it is 
flickering low. 
Assuredly, there have always been 
those who would blow out the light in 
Rickover’s Pentagon office. Never a 
company man, he has been a knot in the 
Navy’s anchor line for nearly half a cen­ 
tury For example be once said that if 
Columbus had followed the management 
principles now employed in our sea ser­ 
vice, “We’d still be Indians.” Another 
time 1» delivered the following broad­ 
side to Annapolis: “ It is a refuge and 
asylum where adolescence can be con­ 
tinued indefinitely”

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“Gosh, son! I wish I could help you, but I'm 
afraid I'm going through an Identity crisis, too!” 


Even more discomforting to his 
fellows on the flagship is the fact that 
Rickover has succeeded famously as a 
curmudgeon. When the Navy passed him 
over for promotion in 1953 and 195S, 
Congress took him under its wing to give 
him not only stars but a soapbox. 
Rickover championed a nuclear Navy. 
Congress agreed. And though he is now 
14 years over mandatory naval retire­ 
ment, he is still, at congressional in­ 
sistence, working 12-14 hours a day on 
active duty. 
The public, too, has responded to 
Rickover. This is a man who lobbies for 
bigger Navy, then complains that it costs 
too much, and so has won popular regard 
as both a protector and advocate of the 
taxpayer. He has referred to dimwits in 
several administrations as “political 
hacks." He has gotten so angry at ship­ 
building cost overruns that he once told a 
congressional committee : “I very much 
doubt in my lifetime you will get U.S. 
Steel to comply with the law.” 
Surely this is an admiral who views the 
world from down here in our lifeboat. 
And yet to increasing numbers of 
observers in Washington the old man has 
worn thin. An acquaintance of 30 years 
says Rickover has changed from being 
an advocate of the public interest to be­ 
ing merely an advocate of the Rickover 
interest. His insistence that all future 
major naval vessels be nuclear powered, 
for instance, is narrow and risky; one 
new Rickover cruiser is scheduled to 
coat at least $1.2 billion, and critics 
believe such nonsense will price the 
Navy out of a much-needed upgrading 
and modernization program. 
Foremost among the critics, perhpas, 
is former Chief of Naval Operations 
Elmo Zumwalt. Now running for a 
Senate seat in Virginia, Z says R is not 
only a “persistent and formidable ob­ 
stacle” to the Navy’s best interests, he 
may be the only man in the military who 
has no superior Zumwalt says Rickover 
seems beholden only to Congress, that in­ 
deed it considers him almost one of its 
own — “the senator from the Navy.” In 
recent years only J. Edgar Hoover has 
had so much muscle on Capitol Hill, thus 
the potential for abuse has precedent 
Rickover as Hoover? The analogy fits 
something like a glove on a foot. Yet 
comparisons can be made. As was 
Hoover, the admiral is a loner; when his 
son was in high school he was packed off 
to live in an apartment where he 
wouldn’t disturb his father’s privacy. 
Also like Hoover, the admiral is sealed 
off from public accountability, be grants 
no interviews, does not allow his staff to 
give interviews, and by all accounts 
rules the most controlled fiefdom in the 
Pentagon. 
It is true his fiefdom has been fading 
as of late. Even Congress is not so ready 
as before to rank Rickover with the in­ 
fallible* And there’s been talk, gad, of 
retiring him at 76 
But now comes Jimmy Carter. It may 
be our dinghies will be nuclear after

We have both written letters to the 
Editor complaining of the proposal of the 
Board of Directors of the Vandenberg 
Federal Credit Union to travel to Hawaii 
with their wives for one week at Credit 
Union expense.

First, the Credit Union will no 
longer underwrite the expenses of the 
wives. Second, only five of the Board of 
Directors will be attending the Credit 
Union Conference in Hawaii. 
One of us recently met with Dr. Louis 
Baker, President of the Board of Direc­ 
tors. Dr. Baker advised us of the new 
events. He also stated that in spite of 
earlier indications, the final audit of the 
Credit Union books showed that they did 
not have to rely on their reserves to pay 
the last dividend. Finally, he provided in­ 
formation which established the Credit 
Union is taking steps to control their ex­ 
penses and prevent any recurrence of the 
problems presented by the Hawaiian 
trip. 
We believe that Dr. Baker is sincere in 
his efforts to operate an efficient Credit 
Union for the benefit of its members and 
we are satisfied with the current 
proposal of the Board of Directors. We 
regret that it was necessary to voice our 
criticisms through the press in order to 
obtain any result, but we believe in the 
future the Credit Union will be more 
responsive to the concerns expressed by 
the members.
